School Enrollment at 3,846 
With $31,000,000 Valuation 


Boyne City has the largest high school in Charlevoix county; se- 
cond largest is East Jordan and Charlevoix comes third. 

That’s according to the number of.students attending each public 
school. But Charlevoix is in third place only because of their St. 
Mary’s Parochial school which today boasts 81 students. 


This population thing seems to be of great import to many resi- 
dents in surrounding communities whether the city or the school is 
under consideration. 


And as the old saying goes, “It isn’t what you have, but what you 
do with what you have.” 

There are many outstanding schools throughout Michigan which, 
when the roll is taken, are found to be down the ladder in school en- 
rollment compared to others.

BUT SCHOOL Bopaigon often: means the difference between 
a school. being class A, B) C, or D in athletics. Boyne City is ap- 
proaching the class B status in high school enrollment, 

East Jordan and Charlevoix must await the influx of more resi- 
dents and it could be many years before they step out of class C 
athletic matches. 

Boyne City is the only school in the county with more than 1,000 
enrollment. Hast Jordan has 919 and Charlevoix 874. 


But with the addition of the 81 members of Charlevoix’s St. 


Mary’s school that city stands ahead of East Jordan in number of 
students and only 93 behind Boyne City. ~ 


So in public school enrollment East Jordan is 129 students behind 
Boyne ‘City and Charlevoix is 174 behind Boyne City. 


But as far as a school taxing area goes, an area capable of rais- 
‘ing funds to aid the school, Charlevoix is far ahead of either Boyne 
City or East Jordan. 

For the state valuation of the school district for. taxing purposes 
is set at $10,576,883 at Charlevoix.

BOYNE CITY’S district is $8,049,926. East Jordan falls far short 
of either with a state school district valuation set at only $5,898,627. 

All. of these figures are far above valuations set by the county. 
And in the past there has been much discussion as to which valuat- 
on to.tax from, the state’s or the county’s. - 


If the state- has: its way, all the schools in the county should be 


‘axed on an approximate $31, 000,000 valuation. 


These enrollment figures ‘along with the valuation, are as close 
as anybody can get to reporting the school picture, since they come 
from Charles Robinson county superintendent of schools. And they

Since 1950.all three citys in question have increased in population.

Strawberry 
Plants Need 


To Be Set Now 


Strawberry plants set out this 
fall can “get the jump” on plants 
set out next spring. Strawberries 
planted in the fall get a quicker 
startin the spring and send out 
runners sooner, according to 
Harry K. Bell, at Michigan State 

In northern Michigan straw- 
berries should be set out by the 
last week in October ,or the first 
week in November. Southern Mi- 
chigan ‘weather conditions al- 
low setting out of plants until 
the latter part of November. 


The plants should be mulched 
for protection against winter 
weather in southern Michigan, 
Bell recommends. In northern 
Michigan show. cover usually 
provides enough protection. 

Soil conditions are usually 
more favorable in the fail for 
setting out plants than in the 
spring, Bell adds. ,

There will be less likelihood of the housewife being disappointed 
in her butter purchases in the future. A compulsory butter grading 
law and the marking of butter grading below 90 score as “under- 
grade” became effective, October 14. 

Enforcement rests with the Michigan Department of Agriculture, 
which is responsible for enforcement of all state laws applying to 
milk, butter, cheese and other food. 


Representatives of the Department’s bureau of dairying already 


are checking supplies to make sure butter is meeting grade require- 
ments. All butter is scored or graded by taste, smell, appearance 
and wrapper. 


Most of the butter offered in Michigan scores 90, 91 or 92 with an 
occasional exceptional lot scoring as high as 93. Butter that scores 
below 90 is under grade, according to F. M. Skiver, chief of the Ag- 
ricultural Department’s dairy bureau. 

“Butter scoring below 90’, said Mr. Skiver, “is just not good but- 
ter, and the consumer is entitled to know he is buying a product that 
ig under grade.”

THE NEW LAW requires that inferior butter be so designated. 


Butter scoring below 90 will carry the word “undergrade” in letters 


not less than three-eighths of an inch high as an aid to the purchased. 

The Michigan Commission of Agriculture recently gave prelim- 
inary approval to a regulation setting standards for grading of but- 
ter. Hearings will be held on this before final approval is given. 

Last week at the Michigan State University dairy conference a 
butter grading demonstration was conducted. Soon the Department 
will begin licensing industry butter grades as required by the new 
law, which is regarded as one of the best butter laws in the nation.

Spray Cattle 
For Lice Now 


If you want-to keep your cat- 
tie free of lice this winter, the 
time to spray them is now — be- 
fore freezing weather sets in. 

Pick a warm day this month, 
suggests Ed Rebman, Charlevoix 
county agricultural agent, and 
make sure the spray covers the 
entire body of. the animals. 

Michigan State University en- 
tomologists recommend metho- 
xychlor for dairy cows —~ eight 
pounds of the 50 per cent wet- 
table powder per 100 gallons of 
water. Never use DDT for dairy 
cows, they say, because a slight 
amount can make milk unsalable. 

For beef animals that are not 
being finished for slaughter, 
DDT is a cheaper insecticide for 
the control of lice. The recom- 
mendation is eight pounds of the 
50 per cent wettable powder per 
100 gallons of water. Or. one 
and one-half pounds of the 25 


‘per cent wettable lindane pow- 


der can be used. 

But if the animals are being 
finished for slaughter, methoxy- 
chlor is the insecticide to use. 

For small amounts of spray 
you can use tablespoonfuls of in- 
secticide per gallon of water to 
get the right proportion. For ex- 
ample: eight tablespoonfuls of 
the methoxychlor powder in one 
gallon of water would be equal 
in strength-to the eight pounds in 
100 gallons of water.

Highway Death 
Toll Is Lower, 


Accidents Gain 


The upward trend in Michigan 
traffic accident deaths was ag- 
aim reversed during September, 
the Michigan State Police month- 
ly report reveals. 

It was interrupted in only. two 
previous months this year, Feb- 
ruary and July. 

After a record high of 213 
persons lost their lives in Aug- 
ust traffic accidents, the Seo- 
tember figure was 160. This 
marked a four per cent drop 
from the 167 killed in September 
1954, 

Injuries, however, increased 
eight per cent, while accidents 
rose 11 per cent. 

The ‘record for the first nine 
months of this year includes 1,- 
410 persons killed, 43,403 in- 
jured and 186,759 reported ac- 
cidents. Deaths are up 11 per 
cent, injuries increased nine per 
cent and accidents gained four 
per cent. 

Mileage traveled for the first 
eight months of this year, the 
latest figure available, was 19:6 
billion, an inerease of nearly 
nine per cent over 18 billion in 
the same period last year. The 
death rate of 6.4 per 100 million 
miles of travel was up five per 
cent. 

More than eight of the 10 per- 
sons killed during September 
met death in rural accidents. 
Traffic deaths in rural areas are 
up 13 per cent compared with a 
reduction of four per cent in ur- 
ban areas. ~ 

The reversal of - the upward 
death trend in September, it is 
believed, can be largely attri- 
buted to increased publicity gi- 
ven the accident situation by 
press, radio and television.

Consumers 
Hits New High 
For Electricity 


‘Consumers 
recorded new all-time highs for 
one day and one hour electric 
power send-out during October, 
President Dan E. Karn an- 
nounced Saturday: 

Karn said total system kilo- 
watt-hour send-out reached 26,- 
236,019 kwh on October 25. The 
one hour maximum demand on 
the interconnected system reach- 
ed a new high of 1,324,000 kilo- 
watts on October 24. 

The new peaks broke the re- 
cords which were set August 2 in 
both categories, according to 
Karn. 

The August records were con- 
sidered especially significant in 
that they marked .the first ser- 
ies of Consumers Power elect- 
ric send-out records established 
during the warm months of the 
year, as against the winter 
months, when Company records 
have always been established in 
the past. The new, October, re- 
cord is considered equally signi- 
ficant, Karn added.

using pickers from schools and 
even jails in order to wind up on 
time. They have had one hard 
frost already. 

This would seem that their 
season was comparable to ours. 


- Unlike down east, most of the 


apple orchards are of a size that 
the owner does most of his own 
work except harvesting and pac- 
king. Most of his books are ear- 
ried in his. pockets. 

Southern Illinois with their 
late varieties are nearly through 
picking. Although a lot of the 
later varieties ‘such as Willow 
Twig, Winesap, etc, are in the 
sheds, packing will continue uv 
to and around Thanksgiving.

They are 
being sold for resort purposes 
‘with operators moving to the 
cities; other operators have stop- 
ped farming and taken jobs in 
the new industrial plants which 
are establishing themselves in 
Charlevoix county. Other farm- 
ers are selling out to their neigh- 
bors. 

So many farmers are working 
‘in industrial plants in Charle- 
voix, East Jordan and Boyne Ci- 
ty that it is growing increasing- 
ly difficult to set a farmers 
meeting date when a majority 
ean attend. 

The farm agent said: “We are 
having difficulty finding either 


a day or night meeting date for 
farm gatherings.” And he added 
that the situation has been get- 
ting more difficult in the last 
two years. 


Looking ahead to what was 
coming, Charlevoix county’s 
“Little Farmers’ Week’ 
cancelled, although the annual 
farm information event was 
highly successful when it was 
stopped. 


But the increasing number of 
farmers engaged in outside act- 
ivities and the falling attendance 
at general farm meetings warn- 
ed farm officials that “Little 
Farmer’s Week” would be next 
te feel the pinch. 

Proof -of the consolidation 
trend in Charlevoix county is 
shown in the loss of farms and 
the jump in the average size of 


’ those farms left. 


The federal census shows that

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THE BiG RESORT trend is 
digging deep into land once used 
for farming. High prices paid by 
those who wish to establish sum- 
mer cottages and summer resorts 
is constantly taking toll in farm 
property. 

But Charlevoix county’s van- 
ishing farmer is the small opera- 
tor. The big ones are still with 
us and getting bigger. 

There are five farms in the 
county selling $25,000 or more 
worth of products each year. 
They were here four years ago. 

And those farmers selling 
from $10,000 to $25,000 worth 
of products per year are defin-

U-M Fire Expert 
Urges Pre-Winter 
Safety Check _ 


The coming of winter and the 
necessity of heavy firing of fur- 
naces provides the acid test for 
fire safety in. our homes, busi- 
nesses and places of public as- 
sembly,” Francis Hartman, head 
of the firemanship training pro- 
gram at The University of Mich- 
igan, stated this week. 

Hartman, a former fire chief 
who has seen many a home go up 
in smoke because of careless- 
ness, urged home-owners and 
businessmen to complete safe- 
ty inspections now, before fur- 


- naces are fired up to “full blast” 


for the dead of winter. 


. Points to be checked closely, 
he said, are: 

Furnaces — see that all con- 
nections are tight; if oil or gas 
is used, there should be no leaks 
in fuel lines; the smoke or ex- 
haust pipe should be inspected, 
just in case they loosened up 
during the summer; if electricity 
is used to force heat, see that the 
wiring and motors are in good 
condition; if you have a coal- 
fined furnace be sure you have 
ample metal containers for ash- 
es and clinkers. 

Never use kerosene or gaso- 
line to kindle a fire! 

Chimneys — check them from 
the basement to the top of the 
stack for loose bricks or cracks 
in the masonry — escaping gas- 


es can cause extreme sickness | 


and death; be sure that no com- 
bustibles are stored near the 
install a 
sereen or spark trap ‘at the top 
of the chimney. 


Electricity—because of short 
daylight hours during the winter 
a heavy strain will be placed on 
electrical circuits —- don’t over- 
load them; if a fuse “blows out” 
it is an indication that the circuit 
is overloaded or shorted. If you 
reduce the load and it continues 
to blow fuses, call a competent 
electrical repairman — do not 
put pennies or other metal ob- 
jects in the fuse receptacle! Re- 
duce the number of extension 
cords in your home, they are a 


—ccnstant source of danger. 


It would be wise to. remember, 
Hartman pointed out, that al- 
most all fires are ‘caused by 
carelessness. Constant alertness 
and thoughtfulness can reduce 
the danger of fire considerably.

East Jordan 
high school remains alone in the 
county with a vocational agricul- 
ture program. 

The history-making changes 
in county farming underway for 
the last four years will continue 
in the same direction according 
to state and county agricultural 
officials.
